Norfolk, va, Dec. 11.—After spending 
thirteen hours in the rigging in the face of a 
‘freezing gale and a, billowy sea, Capt. Booye

were rescued today by the fife savitig crews. 
One man, Harry Edwards, was frozen to 
death, and was’ lashed to the rigging in such

Department Finds Bacteria in Down- 
town Air Decrease Largeiy in Num- 
ber After the Fall. 


The coming of snow is a benefit to the pub- 
lic health, the Chicago department report- 
ing yesterday that “even a slight snowfall 
produces a decided reduction in the number 
of dacteria in the air. Investigations showed 
that Nov. 26 1,020 bacteria fell in a minute 
on ten square inches at Clark and Madison 
streets, while Dec. 33, after a snowfall, the 
number was only twenty-three. Tests made 
at several other downtown corners showed 
similar results. 

Commissioner Blocki reported to the health 
depariment as follows; 

We have already diverted the Forty-first and 
Forty-second streets, the Forty-fourth place,’ and 
the Fifty-first street sewers, so that their daily 
flow of sewage is now being pumped into the 
Thirty-ninth street conduit, and the only discharge

a movement for the presentation of a bill in 
congress that will rehabilitate the merchant 
service, and suggests a composite measure. 


In furtherance of this movement the league 


has issued a circular which says: 

“From a study of the question it would

Events, of the Week Disclose in vivia 
Way ‘How Suddenly They Can Be 
Shattered—Money Market Continues 

Hasy—Broadening Out of the Metal 

Trade, Especially in West — Some 

Complaints from Coal Mines of « 

Shortage of Cars. 


Without question there are now two sides 
to the securities market. It is no longer a 
matter of certainty which way prices are 
going. This is not only true because of the 
advance which already has taken place but 
because of probable coming events. 

The almost panicky condition which ob- 
tained in the market for an hour on Thurs- 
day furnished a vivid ifustration.of how: 
in seemingly the best of markets and in a 


| period of increasing prosperity prices can be | 


shattered. It is not to be doubted that there 
was a layer of stop orders and inverted 
pyramids on the surface of the market, sen- 
sitive to disturbing influences. But it is still 
true that the rich men own the stocks and 
that in the end the rich men profited by the 
decline on Thursday. 

If responsibility for the disturbing causes 
be divided between clauses in the president's 
message and the messages of T. W. Lawson 
there still remains sufficient potency in the at- 
titude of the president toward certain existing 
corporate conditions to suggest other market 
days similar to those of last week. With the 
market it is not a question how salutary it 
may be conceded are designated reforms, but 
it ls a question of previous effect on stock 
market prices. And as to the fact that in a 
general way quotations quickly recovered 
after Thursday's low prices it will be remem 
bered that the rebound of the market after 
as complete en the 


Bullish Business 

But for the bulls there is the prosperous 
condition of the country, and there is Still 
easy money. Nothing in the business situa- 
tion has come to the surface that operates 
against the belief in a period of increasing 
prosperity. It is impossible not to be a bull 
on the country, and the finest index and em- 
bodiment of its vitality is found in the spirit 
of the message submitted to congress by the 
country’s chief executive. 

The money market offers no obstacle to the 


‘stock market. With such causes as have 


made for higher money, there has fol- 
lowed no advance in rates sufficient to 
disturb materially the quotations which 
have ruled for weeks and months. Chi- 
cago and the west have much money, and 
an Increase in rates in New York would only 
attract a great volume of funds to that cen- 
ter. As rates are now, New York exchange 
continues at a premium, and Chicago banks 
with large surpluses would hasten to avail 
themselves of an advance in New York. 


Bank Statement. 

The New York bank statement shows a 
continuance of withdrawals of deposits from 
the national banks by the trust companies.

With New York dominating the European 
markets, it is inevitable that a flurry in Wall 
street should have exercised a deleterious ef- 
fect on business generally. There has been 
some degree of slackness throughout the 
week. 

Speculation is checked by the im- 
minence of the settlement which begins in the 
mining market on Monday and the approach 
of the Christmas holidays further deters 
speculators from entering into heavy com- 
mitments, which would have to be carried 
through a period of duliness. With due al- 
lowance made for an always possible sudden 
change, there exists practically the unani- 
mous belief that no advance in the Bank of 
England rate will be necessary during the 
remaining weeks of the year.

BOOM im AND IRON. 


RAW MATERIAL SOARS AND FIN- 
ISHED PRODUCT FOLLOWS. 


Advance in Prices to Some Extent May 
Be Due to Wall Street Manipula- 
tion, and Buyers, Fearing Fic- 

titten Advance, Are Stocking Up 
and Thereby Stiffening the Market 
More—Monthiy Output of Pig Inx 
creases, 


Notwithstanding that general business con- 
ditions in the iron and steel trades have ex- 
perienced only a fair degree of betterment, 
prices on raw materials continue to soar, and 
some finished products have necessarily fol- 
lowed suit. 

The condition seems to be that even though 
buyers are convinced that the present boom 
in prices of raw materials ts to some extent 
at least fictitious and based on Wall street 
manipulation, they dare not run the risk of 
delaying their pu: for future delivery, | 
and are therefore bending every effort to 
cover their requirements up to next July or 
later on the best possible terms that pro- 
ducers will grant them. 

Northern pig iron, which was quoted last | 
Monday at a minimum of $16.50 for No. 2 
foundry, is now difficult to obtain at less than i 
$17.00, while southern iron, which was quoted 
on the basis of $13.50 Birmingham, or $17.15 
Chicago, is held by many producers at 25 
to 50 cents higher than that figure. 


Blast Furnaces Going In and Out. 


While new blast furnaces are being fired up 
all over the country, many of the stacks that 
have been in blast continuously all through 
the era of low prices have now withdrawn as 
factors in the present market. This presum- 
ably. in order to secure as much tron as pos- 
sible later on at the highest possible price in 
order to offset the great tonnage on their 
books that was taken when prices g 
$5 lower than today. 

The monthly blast furnace reports 
the Iron Age of last week Indicate that 
monthly pig tron has increased as follows 
since last July. Output in tons:

Higher Prices for Steel Products. 

Steel wire, wire nails, smooth wire, barbed 
wire, and wire products in general were ad- 
vanced $1 a ton last week. This is the second 
advance since the middle of November, and 
still higher prices are looked for. Galvan- 
ized sheets, which were advanced $3 a ton 
about Nov. 15, have just been shoved up $2 


higher. 

Black sheets also are stronger, though no 
official advance has as yet been announced. 
All the hardware list is strong, and advances 
are taking place right along in materials in 
which the tonnage of iron or other metals is 
a large proportion of the cost of manufacture, 


Shops Only Fairly Busy. | 

Foundries, machine shops, structural iron 
shops, boiler shops, manufacturers of rail- 
way supplies and appliances, and industries 
in general allied with iron and steel, are only 
fairly busy; and much of the material that is 
being purchased now will lie In stock for 
months to come waiting for the actual con- 
sumptive demand to catch up with present 
artificial conditions. 

The beam, plate, and bar makers will meet 
Dec. 20 to decide on a new schedule. Ad- 
vances of from $240 $4 a ton are looked for. 
The rail pool is due to meet this week, and 
when it does, two elements will strive for the 
mastery, one which is pledged to reaffirm 
the old price of $28 a ton, and the other which 
* seek to bring about a reduction of about
